BotKHVOUJ, Dec. 18.— Sinoe the arilyal 

alt. politic*! eventi h»ve followed each 
other with atartling lapidity. Dis- 
patchee forwarded the Associatod Prenn 
by Bailing veHRelu on Nov. 19 hiuI 22 have 
not fully anticipato<l the HerioiiH cciKli- 
tion Hawaii is now pa«iug through in 
the most determined and heroic way. 

When the Warrimoo arrived with 
Cleveland's ultirnatmn the royalists were 
iabilant, and the annexationiBt« at onc<» 
began to carry out previous plans for 
forcible rexintance in ca.so tho sttwner 
China, which arrivf^d thn <layHlat<>r, 
brought instructions to Minist.T Willis 
for tba reetoration of the monarch, with 
the aid of the United StatJ-s trooi* from 
the warships Adams and Philiuloliihia. 
Within 24 hours after the news brought 
bjr th« Warrimoo was received 1,600 d(^ 
termined annexationists hail assembled 
on short notice at the drill shod of the 
barracloi, behind the executive building. 

The meeting was short but wildly en- 
Omaiaetic. "The spirit of 1778" prevailod 
and those who hoard the ringing chwrs 
which welcomed the speeches of Preei- 
dant F. M. Hatch of the Annex clab and 
preaentatton of the following resolution, 
now that monarchy, even though rt - 
gtcted Ibt ttl9 raperlor foroes of the 
United SUleai ftoAd. be abort ttved. 

Sbioa thia maanneeting the spirit of en- 
flt ^f^am which at first prevailed among 
tlte Toyallsta, haa been in a state of Hm- 
toaitiim, and kndm Ot tiielr deareit-head- 
ed leaden sdinit that the inoceBa of the 
rettoraUon in the pireaent or future de- 
pends on the amed protectioci of the 
menarchj by the United Statea. 

The foUowing aie the leiolittionB 
adopted by the maaameeting on Saturday 
eming. Mov. 2'r. 

BIBOLVKU, That we have read with smr- 
ptiaeand rfKi'>^t ncuniiiuudation of 
SatecreUry of Mtutf of the United Statea 
to the president to restore the moaarohy 
lately existing in Hawaii. 

Rksolvei), Tliiit we condemn the m- 
sumption of thf Hccrotiiry that the right of 
the provlBioiiiil Ki'vcninu'iit to fixist wjia 
terminated by his refu.mil to ivsubmit to 
the fMDttt«> the treaty of union pending l)e 
tween the two countries, and hIho his as 
sumption tliiit the provisioiml Kovernnient 
had at that very time nibniittt^d the ques- 
tion of ite continued nx'st^jnce to the arbi 
tratiuu of the president or of any other 
power. 

Resolved, That we support to the l>e«t 
of our ability the provi.sioiiiil Kovornment 
in resisting any attack upon it which may 
be contrary to the usage of nations. 

The adoption of the resolutions was 
preceded by speeches of many K«iKling 
citizens, chief of which was that of F. M. 
Hatch, a leailing lawyer, and preaident 
of (he Annexation club. 

After the uudcirided character of the 
mm* received by the steamer China, the 
Qpinion prevailed, until the arrival <>f fl>e 
Anatr ^lft, tliat instructions would be re- 
oalyed the latter vessel for inimeiliate 
ItatoratJiioin Pending the Australia's com 
Ing aereral Important cabinet and ooim- 
^Stoetings were held, and it wati <letT- 
mlned to meet the nropoaed restoration 
of the monarohj bgr the combined forces 
of the govermnaat, the American league, 
ISie Annexation ohtb and dtiaena' re- 
aenre gourd, wlioaa ioilit strength ia 
about 2,000 men on tbia island ana with 
ibi Honoluln. 

Orders were at once given to those 
governments having, or to have hereafter, 
wan^pa in Honolmn harljor taiat no aa>- 
tion would be allowed to land troopa 
without a written consent of the pro- 
visional gotemment. This potioe waa 
served upon tiM foreign diplomatic corps 
in writing oh the 2»th of November, and 
is intend. 'd to be final from its date pend- 
ing and afU r the arrival of the Aus- 
tralia. The notice !tp])lied to the .Taua- 
neae cmiiscr Naniwa, and the Japanese 
Consul (Jciioral Fujii hasprivatefy an- 
nouncwl that Jaimn would not interfere 
should war J ireak out iK'twwn the pro- 
visional go^ eminent and other nations. 
The Naniwa will \>e neutral for the pro 
tection of the lives ai*il property of the 
Japanese rcMiil-ntrt. Active preparations 
both fur defence and aggression if neces- 
sary , wiTe Ijcgun thn day after tiw er- 
riviil of the steamer China. 

Two hundred and fifty men were put 
to work fortifying the executive building 
The verandas wore fortific<l with thre< 
tiers of sandbags. The roof will Iw sim- 
ilarly trcatfHl. Companies of s}i:ii 
shooters, all traininl men. will occiify 
the four c(jmer towers from liiuseuient to 
roof. The preparations thus far made 
will allow the government to handle 
with great resistance a force of from IM 
to 800 troopa in the executive buildings, 
and ammunition and stores have been 
provided te withstand » continuous af- 
tiick for one month or more should hos- 
tUities break out.

In caae a oollision comes furttier aid 
will at (Mace rally around the proviaional 
government from the other islands. In 
OHM it is the intention to carry out ttto 
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monarchy, ICinlsCir Willis has promiaed 
to give &e pro visional government 86 
hours notice before acting. 

"Incase such notice comes," said a 
prominent man t<i the Associated Press 
correBjiondent, "should Preeident Cleve- 
land attempt to cArr}' out his policy 
against the Americana in Hawaii, 600 
men ^-ill 1)6 at once j)ut to work and be- 
fore the time expires the executive bnild- 
ing will be surroundwl on all four sides 
with riflolpitB 1">0 feet from the builcUng, 
which will defy attack and be absolutely 
safe from the guns of the ships." 

Careful imjuiry has put the Associated 
Press In poesewlon of the fm t that in 
case of defeat, the reveiuus ot the gov- 
ernment have already beei' secreted and 
the government will be reorganized at 
other headquarters, defj-ing Cleveland 
and the restored monarchy until the 
resident Americans are swept by suix rior 
force from HMm homes In Hawaii. Tlie 
firtit a<-Han by nie authorities here after 
the arrival of the text of Blotmt's report,

It has been learned upon the best au- 
thority, comii^ directly from royalist 
sources, that British Minister Resident 
Wodehouae has lately stated to different 
persons in Honolnlu that there was an 
tmderstanding between President Cleve- 
land and the English government that 
the monarchy should be restored. 

In private polltioal drdes here on the 
annexationist ride the opinion has been 
freely expressed that the preeenoe of the 
British schooner Champion here at thi3 
present time waa owing to tiie fmr of the 
English foreign office that President 
Cleveland would not be able to carry out 
his policy. This theory reached the ex- 
ecutive, and an advisory cotmcil's specid 
session was held in which Mr. Urown in- 
troduced the following reeoluticm, wliich 
was tmanimouKly recommended by the 
councils to the executive:

The fear of the councils 
that the British will ott'er . 
the ex-uueen in ca-so Cleveland fails to 
restoreher. This is the ( hief r 'ayi.n tlu' 
notice stated has been givmi foreign of- 
ficials not to land trooiw without jRnnis- 
sion of the provisional government. 

The provisional government will send 
imitortant dispatcheato Minister Thur- 
ston either bgr um itsamer Arawa or by 
the Oceanic. 

First— The present statue of Hawaiiiui 
affaire including the determine*! ^xilicy 
tt the provisional government m stattnl. 

Seoood— The deformination of the gov- 
ernment to hold &e situation against any 
attempts to overthrow it, either by revolt 
or foreign interference. 

Third— That the only proposition sub- 
mitted by the provisional government to 
the United States waa e proposition for 
annexation. 

Fourth— That throughout President 
Dole has refused in all diulomatio mat^ 
ters to conomit the provinonal govern- 
ment to a policy binding upon Hawaii in 
case of adverse aoticn hy the United 
States congress. 

The fact is to be emphaalied that no 
question of arbitration haa been subntit- 
ted by the piaviaionel government as as- 
Bimied by Secretary Gresham. Mr. 
ThtuTiton will Ix' iiistnict*^! that the iH»si- 
tion taken by him is the correct one. and 
the one uiwii wluch the govenuuent hen 
■will insist with force if ne<-essan-. 

It is leanied that as Blovmt interviewed 
but two of the original committer of siife- 
tj', the gdvenuneiit will al.'^o forward to 
Thurston for use, affidavits from the re- 
maining 1 1 lueiiilH-m as to fact.s hapiieii- 
ing from the date of proniulgation of tin- 
new constitution to the time of the luis- 
ing of the stars !Ui(l striiK's by ex-Mini.~- 
t<;r Btevens. 

In view of tlie attitu<le assumed by 
President Cleveland, ih - Ameiic.m citi- 
zen.'< pre.'^eiit' d a jirotest to Minister Wil- 
lis whit hhiw Isien numerou.sly signed, 
in wliich they set forth that as citi/.ena 
of the Unit«tl States, they have done 
nothing whereby they forfeit or wave 
their full Ifval and constltutiooal ti^ts 
aa such citizens. 

The document contains six typ«-writ 
ten pagt« of recitation, betoiu tlie sig- 
naturea, and closes with the following 
woitls: "And the undersigned hereby 
Bolejunly and resixi:tfully protest to your 
excellency an<l to Grover Cleveland, 
iirceident of the Uiuted States, and to 
Walter Gresham, secrctarj' cf litat ■. U) 
Hilary A. Herbert, secretary of the 
navy, and to Bear Admiral John Irwin, 
commanding the United States naval 
forces, nowln Hawaiian waters, and tu 
all concerned that any such acts of war 
or hostility if taken, attempted, or an- 
nounced in time of the profoimd peace 
now existing between the United States 
and the Hawf^iao Islands, or without any 
full, formal, tknehr aniMWjuonment there- 
of, will and woula, because for all con- 
cerned in authoritar to the lespoosible for 
all conscquenoee tnat may ensue there- 
from, not only before the Alndfj^ty Ood, 
but all sanctioned rules and oEeervances 
of civilized nations in their dealings with 
each other, and will and would be in 
\-iolation of the rights of the nnder- 
8lgne<l, secured and belonging to them as 
citizens of the T'nited States of America." 

Imnie<liati'ly uikui Uie urrlTal of ^e 
Australia, the' councils held a special ses- 
sion to hear ofticial dispatches from Thur 
Hton.

Mr. Bowdl was accompanied by Mr. 
Th(x) H. Davlea. Applioation waa first 
made to President Dow to use hk In- 
fluence t4) call the c hM nbw of ooounerce 
together to listen to Ifr. BomU^ com- 
mercial propositions, which an known 
to have had a semi-political significance. 

RejKirters wore excluded from the 
meeting and it is impossible to get off a 
report of the meeting by the Arawa. 
though Mr. Bowell carrit^s with him a 
verbatim reiwirt by his s<'cretary whi( h 
will prol)Mlily be publishe<l ui>on his ar- 
rival. Mr Hdwill's spei ch consisted 
mainly of an«i|iiM al lor aid from the Ha- 
waiian government to encourage the 
Canaflian-Australia steanisliip Hue. He 
told of the uarket in Can;wla for H;i- 
waiian piiMiucts and sjxike of the tiei-eh.si- 
ty of cable comm>inicati(;n l)et ween Ha- 
waii and Cana4la and Australia. He said 
a conference would In? held next year in 
Caiiivda on the subject and inviti-d Ha- 
waii to send a rei)resentative. 

The memliers of the cabinet were s* vv 
!<li. .!,ly after the mectin;,' yesterday 
morning, and even thrir guarded expr. s- 
siouB of opinion coticeming the intent ami 
purpose of Mr. Bowell's proi«..sitii'ii; 
showed taut the real scheme behind Ids 
spewh. ;is rciwrted. was pn linuaary to ;v 
proposal for a new treat v to li»' entered 
into on the part of England, thunigh 
Canada, with Hawaii. 

In answer te yoUT correspond' nt one of 
the cabinet said! "Of course no proiiosi- 
tion h.'ii- vet been made; we liave nothing 
liefon- U.5. but it is not likely tliut we wdl 
enter inio relations unless forced t i ilo so 
by the attitude of the United Si at. s. 
Yes, 1 am inclined to believe that lin' 
hand and intiuenco of England is I chiad 
this pro])08al. and that a uropottal for a 
new treaty will be mode before the time 
for the expiration of the reciprocity 
treaty with mo United States. I certain- 
ly Ijeliere Ent^and ia trying to gain a 
foothold here." 

A rumored disaffection in the gov- 
ernment here, wUoh haa heen going 
around for some nnie, proves upon in- 
quiry to be withoat foundation. The 
policy of resistance to either internal or 
external force has receiTed the unani- 
nioiu c(j!isent of the government. This 
is stated u|K)n the best authority. Al- 
though two applications have been made 
by the Associated Press for an Interview 
with the ex-queen since t\w arrival of the 
steamer AustriUia both have been de- 
nie<l. In each caije he was referred to 
Hon. I'.inl Neumaim, who seems now 
to be the sole adviser and din ctor of the 
ex-que<Mrs jK)licv and actions.

WaSHINOTON, Dec. in. —It i« probable 
that before long the state department 
will enter upon negotiations l(X)king to 
the straightening out of our relations 
with Cliina. The enactment of the 
Geary law will be looked upon as an in- 
fraction of ourpresent treaty with (.'hina, 
and BO in einot putting an end to it. 
That treaty grants to the United States 
privllegea which are hi^ilj valued, and 
which It will be soudit to pwpetoate to 
use. But it will have to be done by a 
new treaty. Iliere is good uatbotitylM 
saying that Secretary Urediam aaplTCato 
make the extendona of trade relations 
and privileges with China a central fea- 
ture of bis administration of the state de- 
partment. It would supercede the pan- 
American policy of his predecessor in the 
state department, and would be contrast- 
e<l wth it. It is known that Secretary 
Oreslnun hiis little faith in tho ftitnre of 
our trade relations with the Spaidsh- 
Americati reim' lies as an ad«'(iuat" Held 
f<»r the exteiLsii ins of our commerce. He 
is said to regard that field as not well 
worth the exjiense and lalH)r of cultivat- 
ing it. It is siginttcant in tliis r^ lation 
that the ,s' cretary of state has nu de no 
ret"ommendation for an apiiro|)riiil ioii to 
maintain the Imreau of American repul)- 
lics, which was estal'iisli d as a result of 
the p;m-American i cuiLrre.ss, and hiu^ Ijeeu 
mai)itaine<l nt the joint espense of the 
nations inten-sti-d sine*;.

at last passed a law rc^'ulatinu the hui - 
ply of blank bookn to counties. 

"Judjjo W. H. ( iardtier, the State In- 
spector, has rejiurtt'd his vxaiuiiiatinii of 
two coutities, and will suoii report on 
otliern. These rejiort?* will exliil)it a 
most remarkahle t<tate of atl'airs. 

"They will show that not c)iie or two, 
hut (lo/fiis of ("oiinty Clerks have heen 
serving; th(^ |>uhliHlier.-i and rnaniif.u tnrers 
of blank hooks better than they have 
nerved their county and State. 

" I'erhapH the bijjj^est waste in recent 
years lias heen what is called cross-index 
books. Not onl V the counties mentioned 
in the subjoined rej>ort, hut a half clozen 
others which have no use for these books, 
and, if they had, could not use a set in 200 
years, have bought two sets in the last 
eighteen months, and they cost a litte 
more than $300 a set One county not 
vet reported upon, and which has been 
in existence but nine yeare, has spent 
nearly $6,000 for record books.
